preferred to let In fact die what he calls an “‘honorable 
death.’’ Like I. F. Stone years later, he wanted to do things 
himself. In fact was a personal vehicle and every word 
represented George Seldes’ personal passions. 

Once Seldes closed the curtain on In fact, he went back to 
writing books. The books that followed were largely 
autobiographical and repetitious. His last two books, Never 
Tire of Protesting (1968) and Even the Gods Can’t Change 
History (1976) which failed to sell were piled in warehouses 
and eventually remaindered. To Seldes the only real yard- 
stick of success (perhaps going back to his newspaper days) 
was whether he reached millions. To him, In fact and most of 
his recent books have been failures because they did not meet 
this test. 

Seldes is too harsh on himself. He was a moral crusader, a 
man whose uncompromising work and life was a model for 
social critics, but hardly a recipe for commercial success. 
However, he promoted ideas that did not die so easily. Many 
of his press criticisms were picked up by the once vilified and 
later respected Commission on Freedom of the Press. Im- 
portant critics and crusaders acknowledge their debt to him, 
and in the end many of his predictions proved to be right. His 
once-outrageous behavior made it easier for later critics who 
often made the same points with more persuasive diplomacy. 
Press criticism is still not popular, but it does exist. There 
are newspaper and broadcast ombudsmen, journalism 
reviews, reporting on the press in the news magazines and 
even press councils. All of them owe something to the legacy 
of George Seldes who fought a more sustained battle with 
greater continuity than any press critic in our history. 

Why has Seldes been forgotten? It is difficult to say.?! 
Perhaps because his prose style (unlike that of Liebling) is 
not particularly memorable, and thus not likely to be revived 
or reprinted, perhaps because he was not associated with a 
respected circle of writers (as Liebling was at the New 
Yorker), perhaps because the young radicals who were 
rehabilitating press critics in the 1960s simply hadn’t heard 
of him. At one time writers may have avoided him because of

his apparent devotion to the Left and the blacklisting effect of 
McCarthyism, but those marks would seem today to be more 
badges of honor than blemishes. His monumental output 
dwarfs the frail and unconnected fragments that regularly 
win awards, but there is no Pulitzer Prize for the Seldes style 
of criticism. But perhaps there should be. CL)
